Two Richmond men are on the 
Contra Costa County Planning 
commission, which was formally 
appointed by the board of super- 
visors at its meeting this week. 

The Richmond members of the 
board are J. H. Plate and E. B. 
Bull. Both are real estate deal- 
ers and active in civie affairs and 
qualified by experience and judg- 
ment to occupy positions on the 
board. ; 

The members of the newly cre- 
ated board met in Martinez Mon- 
day and drew lots to determine the 
length of term each should serve. 

O. K. Smith of Martinez and 
Leo O’Hara of Antioch drew terms 
of one year and E. B. Bull of 
Richmond and J. P. Connors of 
Crockett drew terms of two years 
each. The three year term went 
to Otis Loveridge of Pittsburg and 
the four year term to J. H. Plate 
of Richmond. 

These members with District At- 
otrney A. B. Tinning, Surveyor R. 
R. Arnold and Supervisor Oscar 
Olsson compose the: personnel of 
the committee, which is charged by 
law with mapping a county pro- 
gram of parks and similar proj- 
ects.

Connors of Crockett is secretary. 


Not the least important of the 
duties of the new commission is 
the requirement that it must ap- 
prove of all subdivisions created 
in the county hereafter. It will 
be the duty of the commission ‘to 
determine that the subdivision is 
laid out on a plan that corre- 
sponds to the topography of the 
land, and that it otherwise com- 
plies with the law. 

It is expected that study of new 
subdivisions by the county sur- 
veyor, district attorney and mem- 
bers of the commission will pre- 
vent exploitation of the credulous 
and misrepresentation in offering 
subdivision property for sale.

Contra Costa county, one of the 
leading industrial counties of the 
state did pretty well at the state 
fair, where it captured 78 ribbons 
or other trophies, most of them 
for agricultural products in the 
county exhibit. 


A. B. Wilson, county fair di- 
rector, this week announced the 
result of the county’s participa- 
tion in the state fair. 

Included in the awards were 24 
first prizes, or blue ribbons; 36 
second prizes, or red ribbons: 13 
third prizes, or white ribbons. In 
addition the exhibit took three 
sweepstake prizes, or purple rib- 
bons, and a purple ribbon and a 
cup for the general excellence of 
its booth. 

Wilson was highly pleased over 
the many prizes awarded county 
products, and was gratified over 
the support accorded by the peo- 
ple of the county and the board 
of supervisors in his efforts to 
produce a prize winning booth. 

Aside from prizes won for nat- 
ural mineral water and smelter 
products, the awards were of agri- 
cultural products.

SCHOOL GROWING, 


The trend of population in the 
United States is westward, but in 
the city of Richmond it is east- 
ward. Witness the rapid growth 
of the district east of Twenty- 
third street and the hill district. 

As a result of this trend the 
board of education is studying 
plans for a new wing to be erect- 
ed at the Woodrow Wilson school, 
to provide four additional rooms. 
The school is becoming crowded. 

The plan was recommend 
Superintendent Helms, who point- 
ed out. that the original plan for 
the school provided for the four 
extra rooms, and. with the growth 
of that section of the city, extra 
facilities are needed. 

Additional ground has been. pur- 
chased by the board during the 
past year and almBst the entire 
block on which Woodrow Wilson 
school is located; now belongs to 
the school systém, 

Tentative plans for the improve- 
ment of the Nystrom school 
grounds were also discussed. The 
matter will be taken up with City 
Engineer E. A. Hoffman, Helms 
announced. 

Mrs. Laura Stanley was ap- 
pointed yesterday to take charge 
of the school census which will be 
conducted in October.

Richmond harbor appears to be 
in a fortunate position in congress. 


With Congressman Charles F. Cur- 
ry, dean of the California delega- 
tion in the house of representa- 
tives representing this district, and 
Congressman Albert E. Carter of 
Oakland, our next door neighbor, 
chairman of the house committee 
on rivers and harbors, our needs 
are thoroughly understood and 
ably presented. 

Acting at the request of Con- 
gressman Curry and upon invita- 
tion of the Richmond Industrial 
commission, Congressman Carter 
paid a visit to Richmond harbor 
last Wednesday, was taken on a 
tour of inspection of the harbor, 
and later was the guest of honor 
at a luncheon at the Berkeley 
Country club, which overlooks the 

arbor. 

Accompanying Congressman 
Carter on the tour of the harbor, 
besides officials of the Richmond 
Industrial commission, were mem- 
bers of the city council and other 
city officials, and directors of the 
Richmond , chamber of commerce. 
Col. Thomas S. Robins, United 
States engineer in charge of riv- 
ers and harbors at San Francisco, 
also was present and provided a 
government launch, the Suisun, 
for the trip on the bay. 

The boat trip started from the 
new inner harbor terminal and 
proceeded to the outer harbor ter- 
minal, giving the congressman a 
good view of the inner and outer 
harbors and the new Ford plant 
now under construction. He also 
was able to see the new reclama- 
tion and dredging project on the 
west side of the harbor, and the 
site of the Berkeley Waterfront 
company project. 

When the party gathered at the 
country club for lunch, President 
Harry Ells of the industrial com- 
mission opened the meeting and 
introduced Judge Walter W. Wil- 
lets of the Parr-Terminal organi- 
zation, who presided as toastmas- 
ter.

_ Congressman Carter, who made 
the principal address at the lunch- 
eon, said he came to Richmond 
two years ago and was shown over 
the harbor and was told what it 
was planned to do.

Having done this touch the. un- 
crossed letters in each of the names 
repeating {n turn: “love, friend- 
ship, hate’ and the last uncrossed 
letter in a name will indicate by 
the word which falls upon it the 
State of the heart of the name's 
owner. For instance take John and 
Thomas, Toueh the “Tl” and say 
the “h” in each name. Then begin 
with John say, touch the ‘J” and 
say “love,” touch the “n” and say 
“friendship.” John has only 
friendship for you. Then as to 
Thomas. Touch the “T” and say 
“love,” the “m” and say “friend- 
ship,” and “a” and say “hate” the 
“s” and say “love.” Jotin has a 
friendship for oo Thakne loves 
you. In “working” thi “charm,” 
however, the whole name hould be 
written out. This superstition 
which the researches of the Ameri- 
can Folk-Lore society reveals as 
belng especially prevalent in Can- 
ada and in some parts of the 
United. States is another case of 
the survival of nomancy divining 
by names, a mogic based on that 
primitive conception by which 
man’s name was regarded as an 
integral part of the man's ego. It 
is a part of the belief of all savage 
tribes today and the polished na- 
tions of the classic period still re- 
tained so much of belief in jt that 
nomancy was One of their most fa- 
vorite methods of divination, 

In the superstition under consid- 
eration the crossing out of the let- 
ters common to both names is 
clearly with the idea of reducing 
each name to its greatest degree 
of individuality or, as it were, for 
the purposes cf greater differentia- 
tion. John’s name is John himself; 
Thomas’ name is Thomas himself. 


IN TWO PLACES 


Their Headquarters Lo- 
cated After Years 
of Searching. 


Washington.—All the eels in the 
world have two convention head- 
quarters where they meet annually. 

Discovery recently of a place in 


the Indian ovean to where millions 
of Asian, African and Australian 
eels travel veurly recalls that the 
rendezvous of American and Eu- 
ropean eels was located in 1920, 
near Bermuda. ; 

Selence knows more today about 
the eel than it did some years ago, 
says a bulletin of the National Geo- 
graphy society. The missing chap- 
ters in the eel’s life history have 
been supplied through modern deep 
gkea investigation rather than In the 


study of fresh or coastal waters, 
where eels are more in evidence, 
Life History Traced. 

Unlike salmon, shad, and other 
fishes which enter fresh waters to 
spawn, the evl deseends streams at 
maturity to sprwn far at sea. The 
young eels three inches or so in 
length—called elvers—that enter 
fresh waters in the spring In large 
numbers, ard are continually work- 
ing upstreim. have always been 
known, but the stares of growth 
between the egg and the elver were 
not. 

These stares in which the baby 
eel does not exceed three inches in 
length are of comnaratively recent 


discovery. We here tind tt a thin, 
flattened creature, so transparent 
that ordinary print may be read 
early through its body. When 
first described in this stage it was 
called leptocephalus and was not 
known to be the common eel, 
These transparent larval eels 
found at sea in the winter months 


grow rapidly, and by the end of 
the year are more than two inches 


long, when they begin to. trans- 
form. By the time they are a year 
old they appenr in fresh water 
streams as elvers or young eels 
about three inches long. 
Investigations by the Danish ves- 
sel Dana in 1920 and 1921 have 
shown that the early larval stages 
of both the American ard the Eu- 
ropean eel are found only in the 
western Atlantic, at depths of 600 
to 900 feet. The former spawns to 
the south and southwest of the Ber- 
muda islinds, the latter to the 


south and southeast. 
Enter Fresh Water Early. 

While the American eel begins to 
enter fresh water at the age of a 
year, the European species remains 
three years in the larval stages be- 
fore it appears as the elver in Eu- 
ropean streams. The latter, like 
the American eel, goes far inland, 
even passing within the borders of 
Switzerland, 

Females with ripe eggs are un- 
known, the millions of undeveloped 
eggs carried by each female not de- 
veloping while the eels linger in 
fresh or coastal waters. 

The eels found far inland are 
always females, and remain in 
fresh water fer several years, It 
is only when tending toward repro- 
ductive maturity that they seek the 
sea. Male eels reisain in tidal wa- 
ters and are smaller and less in evi- 
dence, Like females, they do not 
reach breeding maturity until they 
have passed to sea. 

The greft bulk of the eel catch 
everywhere consists of females. It 
is said that all the eels captured in 
the great Quebee fishery are fe- 
males moving downstream.

Drought Is Not the 
Fault of Radio Waves 


Washington,.—Radio waves have 
about as much effect on the weath- 
er—or possibly less—than light 
waves have on glass, in the opinion 
of scientists and engineers here in 
discussing the proposal of a West 
Virginia coal operator to close down 
all broadcasting station for 60 days 
in an effort to break the drought. 

“There ig no disturbance in the 
air as the result of the passage 
of radio waves from the transmit- 
ting station to the receiver,” said 
Vv. Ford Greaves, a federal radio 
commission engineer. 

“Of course the radio waves pene- 
trate air, clouds, buildings, and 
ether,” he said, “but it may be said 
that if the energy generated by all 
of the radio stations in the world 
were concentrated it would not 
equal the force of a rain storm.” 


Will Rebury Dead
